The Beacon Hill Soviet is preparing to cla'im 
another victim Wednesday when Police Com- 
missioner Joseph J. Leonard, without benefit of 
charges or specifications of any description, will 
be placed on trial before Gov.

been prematurely launched. 

He announced publicly last Tuesday that he 
had sufficient votes in the executive council to 
' oust Mr. Leonard and to confirm Eueene M. 
McSweeney as his successor, but Mr. Leonard 
still serves ss police commissioner. Prior to 
■ that he declared that no councillor would dare 
vote against making Prank A. Goodwin registrar 
of motor vehicles and yet three did vote against 
the move. 

It is relatively inconsequential that in the 
last few days he backed away fron. his preten- 
tious proposal for establishing i state depart- 
ment of justice under the attorney general and 
also that the "clique of political attorneys" 
against whom he raised a loud clamor some 
' weeks ago still continues to liquidate the c'osed 
* state banks.

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WHY JOE McKENNEY QUIT 
/ AT HEIGHTOF HIS CAREER 

Successful B. C. Coach Took a Long Look Ahead and Saw a Future in Boston 
Schools Job- He Has No Anvil Chorus to Look Back On

Nnt vet 30, Joe MrKenney has 

crowded enough activities into his 

brief career to satisfy many a man 

twice his age. 

He became assistant football 

coach at Boston Cullcgo at tlie age 

He has been head coach there 
since he was 23. 

He is professor of modern his- 
tory at Boston College. 

He has acted as a salesman for a 
Boston coal company and has en- 
gaged in other outside work. 

He was recently appointed a 
member of the Boston Finance 
Commission.

j week to assume another job as as- 
' sistant director of physical educa- 
! tion in the Boston public .schools. 
I Why Ho Took .lob 

The disclcsurc that McKcnncy was 
ready to give up coaching a major 
football team to accept a compara- 
tively obscure post in the service 
of the city siirpri?pd football fans in 
general, but not those who know Mc- 
Kenncy intimately. 

He may miss for a time the glamour 
and color that arc part and parcel of 
a high pressure foolhall season, but 
Joe is the type of chap who is look- 
ing more than a year ahead. 

•Joe is now a married man and is 
the father of three children. He ap- 
preciates full well the responsibilities 
that belong to husband and father 
and has no desire to have his career 
behind him when he becomes a man 
of midflle age. 

It has often been said and written 
that Joe McKenney can remain as 
head coach at Boston College just as 
long as he desires. But ,(oe knows 
the fickleness of fans and alumni and 
though he may be their idol today, 
there is no telling what the story will 
be tomorrow, 

"There are the hurrahs today, but 
who knows when they will change 
lo boos," Coach McKenney remarked 
, this week.

Always anxious to help a friend. 
Coach McKenney talked to a few pcr- 



isons friendly both with Gov Curley 
and membcts of the Boston School 
Committee and urged favorable con- 
sideration of his friend's name for 
the vacancy caused by the death of 
James H, Crowley. 

As McKenney's interest became 
known, someone remarked that Mc- 
Kenney, himself, would be an ideal 
man for the job.

Kenney might have hesitated. Mc- 
Kenney sent back word that he 
would "accept the position if it were 
offered to him. 

Actually the ofTicial offer has not 
yet been' made, but some time this 
week, probably tomorrow night, it is 
considered certain that Supt of 
Schools Patrick Campbell will sub- 
mit McKenney's name to the School 
Committee for the position and that

But vou can't study law in 
the Fall of the year while you are 
worrying about plays and injuries 
and opponents, and you can't study 
hi'v Wnitcr evenings when demands 
an- made on you to attend banquets 
five nights a week. 

When McKeiuiey accc))ted the non- 
paymg, scmipolitical post on the 
Finance Commission there was talk 
that he would ultimately become ac- 
tive in politics. But this week Joe 




said that he did nol want to become 
a member of the Finance Commis- 
sion and did .-o only as a favor. And 
just as soon as he takes over his new 
position as a,-- istant director of ath- 
letics Joe mlf lids to resign as a mem- 
ber of the Finance Commission. He 
hopes it will be his last connection 
with politics. 1

Governor to Be Asked to Consider Case Apart 
From Those of Millen Brothers 



A innvc to have Gov Curley com- 
Jiiiitc the sentence of Abraham Faber, 
and to have him consider the case of 
Faber separate and apart from the 
Millens, will be made, in event of an 
adverse decision from the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Faber, according to the Dcdham 
County jail officials, has been a model 
prisoner ever since his incarceration 
there; has given the guards and au- 
thorities no trouble, and has held his 
former associates, the Millens, in con- 
tempt ever since their arrest. Faber, 
the jail officials point out, has never 
participated in any plan to escape, 
ha.s made no effort to communicate 
with the Millens. and has indicated 
that he will accept no communica- 
tions from them. 

He is accorded normal privileges; 
is permitted to see his mother and 
father on visiting days, and has never 
been restricted as have the Millens. 
Members ot the Millen family may 
see Irving and Murton only by fpe- 
tial appointment made by the .■sheriff. 
There is no privacy when llie Mil- 
lens receive members ot their family. 
A guard is always stationed within a 
yard of cither one in the rotunda, 
fully armed and within earshot, not 
necessarily to listen to the convcr.sa- 
tion — although he cannot avoid hear- 
ing—but to be prepared for any 
move. 

Between the prisoner and the visi- 
tor is an iron mesh screen. The 
visitor must keep his hands under 
the table and the prisoner must keep 
his hands above the table.

Reorganization Necessary 

Tlie complete reorsani/.ation of the 
police department, ijo matter who is 
police comimissioner, has become a. ne- 
cessity, because of the alleged vacil- 
lating policy of the prior commissioner 
and the uncertainty of the present p'l- 
lice BituBiion, it was pointed out last 
night by Attorney Thomas C. O'Brien. 

He stated that as special counsel for 
Commissioner Leonard he had familiar- 
ized hlrnself with the present situation. 
"The department is over 200 men short 
of its full strength," he stated. "Ra- 
dio cars have practically abolished the 
old-time and efficient patrolmen on 
routes. Discipline is at its lowest ebb. 
For two years the department all night 
long has been in charge of men whose 
rank was never higher than that of 
lieutenant. It's no job for any man to 
fight for. If it were me, I would get cut 
and duck the whole thing. But Com.- 
missioner Leonard is going to see it 
1 through."

Around the State House they 
frequently and feelingly speak of 
the weight and majesty of public 
opinion.

No children were 
reported dragged off across the 
veldt by the raging beasts, but 
it was bad. Ah, bad, my heart- 
ies! Public opinion won out 
then and in lees than a week 
reversed itself. 



For good, industrious memorial 
izing of Congress, consider th( 
present Legislature.

Cite Remedial Acts Before

BOSTON, Feb. 16.— Reminding 
those who urge an extension of po- 
lice powers of the ' experiences of 
Louisiana, the directors of the 
Roosevelt club (T. R.I of Massa- 
chusetts today attacked Governor 
Curley's proposed "entry without 
warrant" legislation. 

While the Governor said he was 
Miming his legislation at night i 
clubs and questionable resorts, the 
Rooisevelt club directors say that 
there are remedial acts now before 
the Legislature which would han- 
dle the situation. 

It is contended by the directors 
of the club that the law would 
give the police right of entry into 
meetings of fraternal orders. The 
directors a.'-k if it would be proper 
for the police to enter, uninvited, 
conferences and conventions in ho- | 
tels or if it would be proper for | 
the police commissioner of Boston ; 
to send police officers to attend | 
executive set?sions of the Governor 
and the Council behind closed : 
doors. 

Kight of Free People 

"Is it necessary in the name of 
law and order." the statement 
reads, "to abolish the right of a 
free people, established through 300 
years, to discuss their affairs un- 
disturbed?" 

The directors of the club. ■wJ»W' 
also constitute the executive (rom- 
mittee. are Charles B. Rugg and 
Slater Washburn, both of Worces- 
ter; Harold P. Delaney of Lynn, 
John W. Haigis of Greenfield. A. P. 
Loring. Jr.. of Beverly, Henry W. 
Minot of Brookline. Philip W. Car- 
ter and Edward E. Whiting of New- 
ton, George W. Coleman of Welles- 
lev.

Their statement reads: 

"On Monday. Feb. 11, Hip Excel- 
lency the Governor, by special mes- 
sage to the Legislature, called at- 
tention to deplorable conditions ex- 
isting in certain premises licensed 
as clubs, or as placer? of a.ssemblage, 
through the inability of the police 
to obtain admission without war- 
rant.

which people are congregated for 
the purpose of entertainment, 
amusement, or any other purpose, 
whether licemsed or not. with the 
exception of religious assembly, in 
order to determine whether or' not 
th£ provisions of law are being 
enforced.' 

"No right-thinking citizen can 
fail to welcome any move to in- 
crease the effectiveness of the po- 
lice in the war against crime and 
vice. No more can any citizen 
afford to ignore any move, however 
well intended, which in itself con- 
tains a challenge to the orderly 
conduct of government or to the 
innate rights of those for whom 
governments are e<?tablished. 

Serious Danger 

"In the form of law recommended 
by the Governor there lurks a 
danger more serious, if possible, 
than the evil it seeks to remove. 
Should iiio numberless law-abiding 
and self-respecting bodies of men 
and women in all parts of the 
commonwealth — the Knights of 
Columbus, the Masonic orders, the 
B'nai B'rith and other fraternal 
societies — whose place of meet- 
ing is not a 'private dwelling,' be 
subjected to the unrestricted en- 
trance of the police to stay ae long 
as they choose, without any stated 



mi==ioner of the city of Boston to 
have the right to send police offi- 
cers to attend executive sessions 
of the Governor and Council held 
behind closed doors?

Remedies Aiailabie | 

"Many restrictions on our liber- '

condemns is serious and must I 
be dealt with. Remedies are avail- I 
a'ole— simple, effective, remedies, 
with no subversive possibilities 
lurking in them. In 1934. as in 
previous years, the police commis- 
sioner of" Boston and the Massa- 
chusetts Chief of Police As.socia- 
tion separately petitioned the Leg- 
islature for remedial acts to cure 
the particular evil to which the 
Governor refers. 

"These bills (Senate No. 141 and 
House No. 619 of 1934) give to the 
head of the police department in 
anv citv or town the right to in- 
form the Secretary of State as to 
the activities of a night club or | 
speakeasy which, in the chief's i 
opinion, are an abuse of the priv- 
ileges of its charter. The bills pro- | 
vide that such a report may be || 
based on information and belief, i 
Upon its receipt, the Secretary of 
State Is reauired to suspend the 
charter of the club until a hear- 
ing can be held to determine j 
whether the activities are in fact 
illegal. 

Burden on License Holder 
"Today the courts refuse war- 
wants -wi*i-"r!t ■"awTul evlflence.

Governor Curley must abandon 
one of ht».'^)ftniiefl polilical execu- 
tions, if he l.s to succeed in hi.s ou.ster 
drive against Police, Commissioner 
Jo.sepli J. Leonard, according to 
nuirinurings around the State 
Hoii.se. The Governor's order to dis- 
charge John A. Jones, director of 
the publir; emi)loyincnl offices, and 
hi.s order thai .John J. Rcai'don, 
depuly in the income (ax division, 
be dismissed, have ai-ou.scd general 
Democratic opixi.sition, for the fir.st 
lime .since Mr. Curley began his 
term. 

Daniel H. Coakley, Democratic 
member of the Governor's Council, is 
the leading objector to the Jones re- 
moval. Mr. Jone.s, long a member of 
the Hou.se of Representatives, is in 
general lavor among Democrats and 
Republlcan.s. His only mistake, it Is 
alleged. Is that he supported General 
Cole instead of Mr, Curley in the 
primaries. 

There Is no doubt that Governor 
Curley mu.st retain all lour Demo- 
cratic Council members on hi.s side 
to win his fight against Commls- 
.sioner Leonard. And he will have a 
difficult struggle to influence one Re- 
publican member to join Ihe Demo- 
crats to obtain the necessary five 
votes. 

There is a feeling that Mr. Coak- 
ley may join the Curley opposition 
on Mr. Leonard's removal, unless 
the Governor rescinds his Jones or- 
der, or at least finds another post 
for the employment director. 'With 
Mr. Coakley voting against him, the 
Governor would face the doubly 
difficult task of winning over two 
Republican Cotmcilors.

Governo r Curle y today asked the 
Legislature"' lU lliske Massachusetts 
the tenth state to adopt a uniform 
nationwide narcotic law. 

He will send a message to the 
committee on public health, he said. 
Indicating his unquahfied support 
for this measure. The announce- 
ment followed a request from Capt. 
Richmond P. Hobson, founder and 
president of the World Narcotic De- 
fense League. 

Already nine .states have passed 
the league's model law and bills are 
pending before the 35 others, Cap- 
tain Hobson told the Governor. Uni- 
form legislation is imperative, he 

_said, if the United States is to ful- 
fill its obligations under the inter- 

ti national narcotic treaty of Geneva^ 



to which it is a signatory. 

At present, the efforts of the 
United States to control the nar- 
cotic traffic are nullified by the lack 
of tight and uniform state laws, he 
said. 

■While urging the model law at the 
Stale House, Captain Hobson em- 
phasized the close connection be- 
tween crime and drugs. Narcotics, 
he said, are constantly used in con- 
nection with racketeer murders. 
"When a job develops that re- 
quires a murder," he said, " young 
heroin addicts are always available 
for the job." 

He charged that little drug con- 
trol is possible at present because 
police departments are not function- 
ing properly. This statement gave 
the Governor an opportunity to 
crack down on his political enemies,

ANDOVER, Feb 17— Gov James 
Michael Curley today shook hands 
with C. C. C, Member James Michael 
Curley at the 1 10th Company camp 
in the Harold Parker State "Forest. 

It was the Governor's first visit to 
a C. C. C. cam.p and the first time he 
had "broken bread with about 150 
future Presidents of the United 
States," as he called the boys after 
he and his daughter, Mary, had en- 
joyed a chicken dinner in the m.ess 
hall. 

The Governor met his namesake 
while inspecting the Recreational 
Hall, and although he wondered "if 
some poor misguided soul had named 
her son after him," he later learned 
that the young man, son of ?.Ir and 
Mrs Michael J. Curley of 16 Gardner 
St, Roxbury, was born in New York 
on Feb 23, 1916, when the name of 
Curley had not as yet penetrated far 
beyond Boston's City Kail.

Goods From Abroad

vitally important as defending the

\ an address in Faneuil Hall at the 

i "Massachusetts Patriotic Conference 

i on National Defense," sponsored by 

i the American Legion Au.xiliary of 

I the Commonwealth. 

An audience of several hundred 
Legion Auxiliary members, who 
braved the damp snowstorm to be 
present, heard Gov Curley charge 
that "we have been undergoing ar 
unprecedented industrial invasion 
of New England. 

"Our textile mills, shoe factorie; 
and fish industry are doomed to ex- 
tinction unless we can end the flooc 
j of goods into this country from Na- 
I tions that have refused to pay a sin- 
gle cent of their indebtedness to thi; 
country. 

"Our primary duty to America is 
to transfer the people of America 
from the welfare rolls to the pay- 
rolls of American industry. Eighty- 
five percent of the toys sold in thij 
country are manufactured in Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia or Japan. 

Foreign-Made Plates 

"At a luncheon at the Chamber of 
Commerce recently, I turned over 
one of the plates and found that it 
had been made in Bavaria. A few 
days ago, at the City Club, we ate 
I off plates that proved to have been 
manufactured in England, yet we 
have in Trenton, N J. and Syracuse, 
N Y, the finest pottery works in the 
world. 

"I'd like to see something done in 
this matter of industrial warfare and 
the defense of America against it. 
Let the other people find out what 
loafing is for a change. 

"I think it would be a good idea 
to present a bill in Congress provid- 
ing that e\ery member of Congress 
be compelled to fly over the length 
and breadth of our country, to know 
its vastness, and especially to see at 
first hand the long miles of coast 
line." added the Governor, turning 
moderately to the subject of the 
meeting. "Then they may get some 
conception of how our coastal de- 
fenses have been dismantled and 
shut down during the past few 
years." 

Gov Curley declared he would like 
to see an air force second to none in 
the world. 

"Then, perhaps, we could sleep 
more peacefully at night," he said. 



Gift to Gov Curley 

At the conclusion of his address 
Miss Adelaide L. Fitzgerald, State 
chairman of the Legion auxiliary's 
national defense committee and the 
presiding officer of yesterday's meet- 
ing, presented Gov Curley a set of 
a dozen dishes decorated witii 
scenes representing historic occasions 
in American naval history.

I Senatorial Possibility in 
i 1936 Seen— Wide Scram-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (APj— Poli- 
tical Washington is keeping an eye on 
the r fminlstration of Gov. James M, 
Curley of Massachusett-s, in view of the 
conviction of Bay Staters that the 
three-time Boston mayor plans to seek 
a seat In the Senate in 1936. 

At the .same time, ixilitical ob.servers 
are paying more than customary at- 
tention to the votes of Senator Marcus 
Coolidge, to whose .seat Curley reputedly 
aspires. Despite persistent reports that 
Coolidge would not bi a candidate for 
re-election — reports of many variations, 
one of which is that he might accept an 
ambassadorship — the junior senator's 
friends insist he has no intention of 
withdrawing from the Senate at the 
present time.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 lAP)— Poli- 
tical Washington is keeping an eye on 
the administration of Gov.

Curley of MassachusetUs. in view of the 
conviction of Bay Staters that the 
three-time Boston mayor plans to seek 
a seat in the Senate in 1936. 

At the same time, political observers 
are paying more than customary at- 
tention to the votes of Senator Marcus 
Coolidge, to whose seat Curley reputedly 
aspires. Despite persistent reports that 
Coolidge would not be a candidate for 
re-election — reports of many variations, 
one of which is that he might accept an 
ambassadorship— the junior .senator's 
friends insist he has no intention of 
withdrawing from the Senate at the 
present time. 

Three Republican names receive 
prominent mention In connection with 
the Senate campaign in the Bay State 
1.1 1936. There are mt.ny who believe 
that Representative A. Piatt Andrew, 
fiom up Gloucester way, Is about ready 
to make a bid for tlie Senate, while 
there has been belief in some quarters 
that Gaspar Bacon, unsuccessful Re- 
publican candidate for Governor last 
fall, would enter the G. O. P. primary. 
Within the last two week.s, former 
Representati^'e Robert Luce of Wal- 
tham, defeated lft.st November by Mayor 
Richard N. RiLssell of Cambridge, visit- 
ed the capital, and at that time is re- 
ported to have confided to friends that 
he was .seriously considering making a 
bid for the scnatorsliip in 1936.

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Civilian or Policeman? 

VVhatever thn outcome of Gov. Curley's 
effort to rpmovo Police Commissionor iTeon- 
ard, the public sliould be conccnied with the 
movement to head the department with alg 
policeman rather than a man from civil life. 
Proponents of the plan point out that un- 
der Commissioner Mulrooney of New York, !| 
up from the ranks, the city enjoyed a suc- 
cessful administration. This assertion is made usually without 
convincing evidence of the success of the Mulrooney regime. 
Mr. Mulrooney was in office too short a time to judge whether 
the move was wise. No person doubts that in all other oft'ices, 
Mr. Mulrooney was a complete success and might have become 
so as commissioner. But the world does not know that he did 
so become. 

Give this thought some consideration: Why do cities gen- 
erally have civilian heads of their police departments? Here 
is why. To protect civilians against police tyranny. In Boston 
we are fortunate in not having torture chambers where prison- 
ers are given third degrees. In Boston the police are not allowed 
to trample roughshod over civil rights. 

A policeman, by experience and training, is almost certain 
to get a police complex — and should. Over him should be a wise 
civilian who can enforce law with considerable effectiveness 
and yet prevent his men becoming cossacks. 

In reminding the public of these possibilities, we are not 
obliquely accusing any Boston policeman of .such intent. We 
are dealing realistically with a question which intimately affects

Indians Are Found 

to Be Poor Shots 

KVANSV1I.LE, Ind., Feb. 18 (UP) 
Although American Indians depend- 
ed largely on the bow and arrow for 
their livelihood, they were notorious- 
ly poor .shots a,s compared to modern 
arrhery students, according to H. M. 
Branding, president of a local con- 
cern which makes the weapon. 

Poor quality of hows made by the 
Indians, Ihclr lark of proper ma- 
terials and their failure to follow the 
grain of the wood was largely re- 
sponsible for their deficiency, he said. 

EU'oy and Informed him of tlie mes- 
sage, and the 24 court officers and 
deputy sheriffs available were immedi- 
ately armed and stationed at strategic 
points inside and outside of the court- 
house.

Thase who could give 
satisfactory rca.son for entering were 
allowed to do so. while others were 
turned away. Police were given orders 
to aiTPft immediately any person in or 
near the courthou.se who acted sus- 
piciously. 

Having taken steps for the protection 
"f the courthouse Detective O'Ncll sped 
by Rutoniobile to the Everett home of 
.Judge Brown v.'ho was about to leave for 
the courthouse, and Informed him of 
the warning. Judge Brown received 
(he Information stoically and insisted 
upon going to the courthouse to con- 
duct the day's business. O'Neill travelled 
with Judge Brown as a bodyguard to 
the courthouse, where the judge opened 
court and proceeded with the day's 
business In the first criminal session. 

Kaminski awoke with a hearty ap- 
petite this morning in his cell in the 
Charlestown state prison death house, 
and taking advantage of the privileges 
allowed doomed prisoners, ordered boiled 
eggs, toast, coflfec and pi"unes for brcak- 
fa.<:t. Having completed the meal he 
asked for and wa.s given pencil and 
paper, presumably for the writing of 
farewell messages. 

Warden James L. Hog.sett stated that 
he would inform Kamin.ski at 4 P. M. 
today that he is to die tonight in the 
electric chair for the murder of Mcrritt 
O. Ha.ydeii, guard at Hampton county 
.jail, Springlicld, in connection with an 
attempted escape. No visitors 'were on 
Kamin.ski's .schedule for the day, though 
Rev. Rfllph Farrell. Catholic chaplain 
at the pri'^on,was with hijn constantly.

Industry 



Beverly and North Shore shoe 
manufacturers of the slate have 
been invited by Glea.son L. Archer, 
chairman of the r ommittec appoint- 
ed by Governor Curley to study 
conditions in the boot and shoe in- 
dustry, to attend a meetins' to be 
held in the State house, Boston, 
Thursday afternoon. 

Archer, who is rtoan of Suffolk 
law school, said that quick action 
was neces.sary and urged all manu- 
facturers to participate in the hear- 
ing before the committee. 
His letter follows:. 
"As chairman of the committee 
appointed by the Governor to study 
the ills of the boot and .?hoe indus- 
try I wish to invite your company 
to bo represented at otu- first 
hearing in room 1170, Sttite House, 
at 2 p. m. Thursday Feb. 21. It is 
our desire to study the problem 
from all its various angles that we 
may, if po.ssible, fornuilate .some 
plan whereby the industry may be 
stabilized. 

"In view of the emergency that 
exists, with one of the ma,ior indus- 
tries of Massachusetts in grave 
jeopardy, we believe that il is not 
too much to hope that manufac- 
turers and shoe workers may be 
persuaded to join in a pact lor 
Industrial iseace until conditions 
return to normal. 

"In order that we may formu- 
late such a plan, it is necessary 
that we have before us the jirob- 
lem of slioe manufacturers with re- 
spect to labor controversies, local 
taxation or other causes for deser- 
tion of manufacturing plants in 
Mas,sachusetts. At the second hear- 
ing we will ask thes hoe workers to 
pre.sent their case, so that we may 
discover points of agreement as 
well lus those dlffertinces^ 

"If a peace pact can be arrived 
at so that wholesale dealers in 
boots and shoes can be a.ssured that 
strikes and lockouts may not in- 
terfere with the filling or orders 
Masachusetts may hope to regniti 
its lost supremeacy in this great 
industry. Cities and towns will be 
called upon to cooperate in this 
movement.

Every law-ttbiding citizeit will lie fully in ac-

It is 
improbable that, on his own initiative, any polic 
oflicial would abuse the authority given him un- 
der the law; but it is conceivable that in a po- 
litically ruled force the orders from "higher up" 
might involve the invasion of an assembly whol- 
ly within the category at which the governor is 
rightfully aiming. The Massachusetts Police 
Chiefs Association presented a bill last year 
which, with some ciianges, would be as effective 
as that of Ihe governor in keeping after unde- 
sirable resorts without interfering with the 
rights of law-abiding people.

Industry 



Beverly and North Shore shoe 
manufacturers of the slate have 
been invited by Glcason I,. Archer, 
chairman of the (omniittce appoint- 
ed by Governor Curley to study 
conditions in the boot and shoe in- 
du.stry, to attend a meetins to be 
held in the State house, Boston, 
Thursday afternoon.

"As chairman of tlie cominittee 
appointed by the Governor to study 
the ills of the boot and .'^hoe indus- 
try I wish to invite your company 
to bo represented at, om- first 
hearing in room :!70, State House, 
at 2 p. m. Tliursday Feb. 21. II is 
■ our desire to study the problem 
from all its various angles that we 
may, if po.ssible, formulate some 
plan whereby the industry may be 
stabilized. 

"In view of the emergency that 
exists, with one of the major indus- 
tries of Mas,sachusetUs in grave 
Jeopardy, we believe that it l.s not 
too much to hope that miinufac- 
lurers and shoe worker.? may bo 
persuaded to Join in a pact for 
indastrial jKace until conditions 
return to normal. 

"In order that we may formu- 
late such a plan, it is ncccssarj,- 
that wo have l)efore tis tlie prob- 
lem of shoe manufacturers witli re- 
spect to labor controversies, local 
taxation or other cau.ses for deser- 
tion of manufaeturing plants in 
Massachusetts. At the .second hear- 
ing we will ask thes hoe workers to 
pre.senfc their case, .so that we may 
discover points of agreement as 
well as thase differences^ 

"If a ix-ace pact can be arrived 
at so that wholesale dealers m 
boots and .shoes can be assured that 
strikes and lockouts may not in- 
terfere with the filling or orders 
Mu-sachusetts may hope to regain 
its last supremeacy in tills great 
industi-y. Cities and towns will be 
called upon to cooperate in this 
movement. 

May we count upon your partici-

He tiuthfully says that the business 
of that olfico is u. prosecute offenders, as far a.s 
It is concerned with the criminal end of the 
law: while the detection and prevcaiion of crime 
hes within the jurisdiction of the Department 
of Public Safety, where it belongs. 

Governor Cuiley says that he plans an ex- 
temsive addition to the detective brancii „f the 
State ijolice, and wc have no doubt that they 
are needed. Koi rnuny towns in the state are 
equipped to cope with a major crime, if its 
solution presents any dilliculties. With the great 
increase in crime all over the countrv. a condi- 
tion from which Ma.ssachusetts is not e.xcmpt 
the towns are getting tlieir share and it is im- 
perative that the state should have a force 
sufTicient in numbers to be able to respond to 
any call that may he made on it. 

But this alone will not strengthen the forces 
that have to combat crime sufficiently to make 
them effective. Governor Curley should go 
farther and deeper into the question of proper 
protection for life and j.ropertv in the state 
^ discarding all political influences or considera- 
tions and endeavor to impress ,m the legisla- 
ture the necessity for the adoption of some plan 
of mandatory coordination of all tiic police 
agencies in Massachusetts. It is too much to 
expect that tiie i,lan recommended by former 
Governor Ely will be essayed in full. I prob- 
ably would be impossible to put through a 
measure that would unify the police forces in 
Mas.sachusetts under a single control, whether 
of a man or of a commission. But the nearer 
an approach to this is made, the better equipped 
the police will be to fight organized crime and 
Us affiliates. 

VVhen a town or a city requests the assistance 
ol the State police, the latter usually receive full 
cooperation. When they undertake the solution 

ot « «..m« uudor the ordor* of tU« «tto,.n.,v e*n- 
eral, the district attorney or the governor; they 
frequently meet with opposition, either open 
or underground. This is not a healthy state of 
I affairs. The state police and the local police are 
working for the public and for its protection 
Division and jealousy only make it easier for 
the underworld to carry on its machinations. 

The war against crime is not a political ques- 
tion. In any measures which give promise of 
effectiveness the governor should receive the 
support of Republicans in the legislature as well 
I as the Democrats. No douln there are politicians 
in both parties who are directly and indirectly 
in league with criminals, though they may have 
no hand in their crimes. There arc others who. | 
because of their timidity and their exaggeration i 
of the power the crooks and half-crooks wield, 
are content to play with the element they know 
is a public menace, consoling themselves with 
the thought that by their opposition they would 
do no good to the public and much harm to 
themselves.

Ending an Unsound Plan 

There is always need of close co-operalion 
among the various police agencies of the state 
How best to bring this about is an open question! 
Under Governor Ely, a move was launched to 
create a more centralized system. But the plans 
were fumbled, and fear was aroused that the 
scheme might lead to the control of city police 
by the state. As a result, nothing came of it. 

Then Governor Curley proposed to set up a 
department of justicerwith the attorney general 
m charge of the state detectives, as the nucleus 
of a crime prevention agency. As The Gazette 
pomted out, last month, this promised nothing 
more than the transfer of power from the depart- 
ment of public safety to the attorney general 
the commissioner of public safety in dealing with 
crime, would be left with nothing to command 
but a patrol force. 

Politically, there might be some partisan rea- 
son for such a change, but we were unable to 
see how It could possibly produce more effective 
police work. The Governor apparently has come 
to see this as we have seen it from the first He 
has dropped the idea of a department of justice 
He says now that "the department of public 
safety should be charged with the investigation 
and apprehension of criminals, and that the at- 
torney general's department should, in conform- 
ity with the law, conduct the prosecution cases." 
This is a welcome decision. If there is gen- 
uine need for a larger force of state detectives i 
as the Governor believes, the force can be in- 1 
creased. Before that is done, however, the need -^ 
should be clearly demonstrated. Nothing is 
gained by increasing the force merely to make 
more jobs. 

The question still remains whether more ef- 
fective co-operation can be secured among the 
var.ous -rime prevention agencies of the state. 
But, if this problem is to be approached, there is 
encouragement in the belated recognition that 
the department of public safety, as now handled, IP 
is doing capable work, and should not be dis- ov 
organized.

There is always need of close co-operation 
among the various police agencies of the state. 
How best to bring this about is an open question. 
Under Governor Ely, a inove was launched to 
create a more centralized system. But the plans 
were fumbled, and fear was aroused that the 
scheme might lead to the control of city police 
by the state. As a result, nothing came of it. 

Then Governor Curley proi)osed to set up a 
department of justiceTw-ith the attorney general 
in charge of the state detectives, as the nucleus 
of a crime prevention agency. As The Gazette 
pointed out, last month, this promised nothing 
more than the transfer of power from the depart- 
ment of public safety to the attorney general. 
The commissioner of public safety in dealing with 
crime, would be left with nothing to command 
but a patrol force.

Charges to Be Brought, It 

Is Reported, and Ouster 

Will Be Attempted. 



BOSTON, Feb. 18— Gov. James M. 
Curley is out for the scalps of both 
Police Commissioner Joseph Leon- 
ard and former Police Commissioner 
Eugene C. Hultman, who was police 
commissioner befoi-e Leonard, and 
who is now the chairman of the 
Metropolitan District Commission. 
He will seek their ouster at the 
meeting of the executive council 
when it meets Wednesday. 

The ouster of Leonard, it was said, 
is sought as the result of the recent 
graft charges and failure of police 
to find gambling paraphernalia in 
raids on night clubs, but the chief 
executive would not discuss the 
charges against Former Police Com- 
missioner Hultman. He Is quoted, 
however, as saying: 

"We have collected sufficient and 
conclusive evidence such as to make 
it impossible for any fair man to re- 
fuse to remove both of them." 

Commissioner Leonard is fighting 
the attempt of the Governor to oust 
him and has made a counter-move 
to Improve the police department, 
and several changes have been made. 
He has engaged counsel and an ef- 



fort will be made to shov/ that he 
is doing his work efficiently. 

CommLssioner Hultrnan, wlio Ls al- 
so "on the spot," does not seem 
much worried over the action of the 
I'wvCmor to remove him as the 
chainnan of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict commission, and he, too, prob- 
atily will put up a battle to retain 
his post. 

All of this flurry in political and 
police circles is the result of the in- 
vestigation into the recent murder 
of Joseph "Red" Sweeney, and 
practically all of the previous activi- 
ties of the police seem to have been 
forgotten while that is going on.
